Dear Editor: ; 

After reading past issues of “El 
Don” and agreeing with some of the 
editorials, comment, and not agree- 
ing with some of the rest, I have at 
last come to the conclusion _ that, 
since I am a student in this institu- 
tion, I have a right to express some 
of my own personal opinions in the 
matter. 

In the first place, since there has 
been so much talk of school spirit 
and so forth, what is the big idea of 
allowing such an eyesore and thorn 
in the’ side of the cause of school 
spirit to remain, as does the speakers 
stand in the assembly?
